COLUMBIA RIVER OBSTRUCTIONS. 
Senator Dolph Goes After Governor I*en- 
noyer on the Subject. 
W a sh in g t o n , October 23q.—The attention of 
Senator Dolph being called to-day to a letter 
from Governor Pennoyer of Oregon, to the Chief 
of Engineers, published in the Oregonian, in 
which the Governor favored the construction of 
a portage railroad in>tead of a boat railroad or 
canal and locks to overcome the obstructions to 
navigation at The Dalles, on the Columbia 
river, he said that it looked as if the matter 
was to be made a political hobby aud ridden to 
death; that the Oregon delegation in Cougress 
were united in their efforts to secure the re­ 
moval of the obstructions at this point by some 
speedy and proper method; that they had suc­ 
ceeded in getting an appropriation for the ex- 
amination^of the river at this point by a Board 
of Engineers, that Board consisting of some of 
the most eminent engineers of the army, who 
examined the obstructions, surveyed the river 
and, under directions of the Secretary of War, 
had rince visited England and France to ex­ 
amine similar works; that Colonel Meu- 
dell was now in San Francisco engaged 
in preparing a report which, he was 
assured, would be ready lor the next meet­ 
ing of Congress, and that he believed that it 
would be in favor of a boat railway ; that the 
Governor had first advocated the boat railway, 
but iu a recent speech before the Waterway 
Convention at Portland he had advocated a 
canal and locks, and was now advocating an 
ordinary stsndarel-gauge portage railroad, 
whirh Avould require the handling of freight 
twice, and would be operated when there were 
appropriations for that purpose, and stopped 
when there were none; ihat.he did not believe 
that there was anything in the Governor’s state­ 
ment that boats could navigate the lower river, 
but that such a statement, coming from such a 
source, would undoubtedly be used against the 
delegation in their efforts to secure an ap­ 
propriation for the work: that the Secretary of 
War woul** base his recoinmeudation upon 
report of the engineers and not upon the opin­ 
ions of persons having neither skill nor ex­ 
perience in such matters; that Congress had 
never undertaken the construction of railroads, 
and that he did not believe that it was possible 
to secure au appropriation for such purpose, 


WASHINGTON WANTS IT. 
A M emorial to Congress for the Location 
of the W orld’s Fair. 
Washington, October 23d.—A hundred or 
more gentlemen representing the National 
Board of Promotion, organized for the purpose 
oí having the World’s Fair in 1892 held in 
Washington, met to-day. Those present caoie 
from various parts of ihe country, and were 
nearly all members of Boards of Trade or simi­ 
lar orgauizatious. Delaware, Maryland and 
Florida were represented by their Governors. 
A memorial to Congress avos adopted as the 
sense of the meeting urging an appropriation 
for the celebration in 1892 or the four hundredth 
anniversary of the discovery of America by an 
expo-ition designed to show the progress of 
civilization on the Western Hemisphere. 
The memorial prays that the dignity of the 
nation be not intrusted to any corporation, asso­

The 
power to establish the valué of one bushel of 
American wheat and one barrel of mess pork 
can control the markets of the world. This 
power is to be found iu the centralized agency 
of the Federated Farmers of tbe Mississippi 
Valley, a company legally chartered with a 
capital stock of 820,000,000. and as your servant 
this company awaits your bidding to enter upon 
the work of redemption.'’

Instead of getting 
sand from hills, as most glass-making con­ 
cerns do, the Pittsburg company will get 
it from the Alleghany river, where a fleet 
of seven dredgers will be stationed. In 
digging sand from the river tied there is 
saved the extra expense of moving from 
place to place, as the holes made in the 
river bed fill up quickly, and consequently 
sand can be again taken from the same 
spot.The duty on foreign plate glass ranges 
from 20 per cent, in small sizes to 150 jier 
cent, for very large window plate glasR. 
Not much of the latter is imported, owing 
to the comparative cheapness of American 
plate glaa«. It is stated by importers that 
the average duty paid on imported stock 
is 80 per cent. Tlie American manufact­ 
urers keep their prices just low enough to 
undersell the importers on all sizes of plate 
glass. 
Plate glass ten years ago was worth 
$2 50, and to-day it sells at 81 per foot. 
To-day over oae-half of the plate glass 
used in this country is domestic manufact­ 
ured, and foreign glass is rapidly losing 
ground here in New England as well as in 
the West.— Boston Commercial Bulletin.

An Im ported Cigar. 
Ike Bloom tells the Glo/>e-Democral : 
Some people have an al>sur<l notion that an 
imported article is necessarily tatter than 
a domestic or home-made one, and this 
idea extends to cigars. A high-priced im­ 
ported cigar bought of an honest dealer is 
almost invariably good, bnt those who 
call for “ three-for-a-quarter imported” get 
very little for their money, and far less 
than if they took domestic cigars. The 
reason is this : The duty on cigars is $2 50 
per pound weight, and 25 per cent, ad val­ 
orem, while the duty on tobacco is only 
35 cents a pound. It is clear, then, that 
imported cigars sold at 8o cents each can 
not have cost as much as $20 a thousand in 
Cuba, whereas the domestic three-for-a- 
quarter should have cost $55 or $60 at the 
factory. The prejudice is due to the lact 
that no one seems to be able to make a 
cigar so well as a native Cuban. But now 
many of the leading factories of New York, 
Key West and Tampa are owned by Span­ 
iards who employ many Cuban workmen, 
and hence there is less difference than ever 
between a good cigar made of imported to­ 
bacco io this country and an imported 
cigar; in fact, the principal difference is 
that the American-made article is larger 
and contains more high -grade tobacco. 


GLADSTONE SPEAKS. 
The “Grand Old Man” is Still Loyal to 
the IriHh Cause. 
Lon do n, October 23d.—Gladstone delivered an 
address at Southport this evening and was en­ 
thusiastically welcomed. 
He reviewed the 
work of the Liberal party during the pa>t 
twenty-one years aud paid a tribute to the 
laudable anxiety of the Powers to postpone the 
Furopean crisis He referred to the Cretan 
question as a formidable menace to the peace 
of Europe.

British Columbian ports m^st be curried from 
the Pacific rort of transshipment to its destina­ 
tion in British vessels, or in vessels of fore ign 
countries who possess coasting privileges iu 
Canadian waters. The Canadian law forbidding 
coasting privileges in Canadian waters to Amer­ 
ican vessels has heretofore been honored in the 
breach, and the order is in the shape ot a bomb­ 
shell to British Columbian importers as it p sc- 
tically gives a monopoly to the Canadian Pacific 
Navigation Company.

Cultivated R attlesnakes. 
Most people think that rattlesnakes are 
entirely useless upon the earth, but the 
story told by the Athens, (*a., Banner, wHl 
set aside such a belief. There are places 
in South Georgia where men extracted oil 
from the rattlesnake and used it to cure 
rheumatism. These persons will give a 
negro $1 to point out a rattlesnake to them, 
and they kill it in a j»eeuliar manner. 
They place a forked stick over the snake’s 
head, then put a cord around it and 
strangle the snake. This is done to keep 
the snake from hiting itself.

LEGITIMATE 
BESÜLTS. 


It is announced that two of the steamers 
that have been plying between the Orient 
and San Francisco have been withdrawn 
from the service and sent to the Atlantic 
*ide. 
W hile the Exclusion Act has re­ 
duced the business of carrying Chinese 
passengers, the chief reason of the with­ 
drawal is the competition of the Canadian 
Pacific lines. Against this the American 
lines cannot contend, because the condi­ 
tions are unequal and the advantages so 
greatly in favor of the foreign line. The 
agent of the home company is reported as 
saying, in reference to the Canadian compe­ 
tition : “ It stands to reason that we can­ 
not compete with a line that is so liberally 
subsidized. The British Gavernment gives 
it a subsidy that amounts to $10,000 for 
every trip which its steamers make. This 
is clean and above the profit which the 
line makes in the transportation of goods, 
merchandise and passengers. 
For this 
reason it can afford to reduce freights and 
fares. Our companies get nothing from 
the Government except the postage for the 
mails that are carried.” 
The agent added, in response to an in­ 
quiry by a reporter, that the business the 
Canadian road and its steamers takes from 
the American lines is. the overland traffio 
and that it is not placing it too high to 
say that this diversion already amounts to 
40 per cent. 
There is small need to comment upon 
this significant statement. The American 
transcontinental railroads are called upon 
to compete with a foreign parallel line of 
transportation, that has well been termed 
“ The British Government on Wheels.” 
I t enjoys immunity from taxation and is 
practically free from interest-bearing debt. 
I t received over seven hundred miles of 
its road, ready built for it by the G ovom 
m ent; has cash aud land subsidies aggre­ 
gating more in money value than all the 
grants and aid given to all the American 
roads, and is supplemented by a steamer 
line to the Orient, that under the cover of 
subsidies for mail service receives sufficient 
from the Dominion and English Govern­ 
ments to enable it to reduce ocean trans­ 
portation charges to a figure that no com­ 
petitor can parallel who is compelled to 
meet the ordinary expenses of a steamship 
line. Of course the result of this unequal 
contest will be visited most heavily upon 
the people living along the line of the 
American roads. As the latter are stripped 
of their through business, the cost of op­ 
erating the roads must be borne by the 
local traffic. This will practically amount 
to the local public being taxed to pay the 
running expenses of the foreign road, if 
not in full, at least to the extent that the 
diverted commerce contributes to those 
expenses. The matter is therefore one of 
immediate and vital importance to the 
people within the United States who do 
business over the American transconti­ 
nental roads. 
The subject has been so fre­ 
quently and elaborately presented that the 
general public is now thoroughly well- 
informed upon it—still, the reason for the 
withdrawal of two of the steamers hereto­ 
fore in the Oriental trade, is too signifi­ 
cant to he treated with silence. 


WILL NOT 
UNDERSTAND. 


The San Francisco Chronicle says that 
when we demonstrate that the Australian 
system of balloting is superior to the 
California system, it will withdraw its 
objections. 
Demonstration in such a case 
means trial. 
There can be no demonstra­ 
tion on paper of a ballot system. We 
have several times and in detail pointed 
out the superiority of the Australian sys­ 
tem, as modified hv later improvements. 
If these elucidations have not touched the 
Chronicle's reason, we confess that the task 
of debating with it a simple proposition is 
hopeless. Our contemporary says that the 
chief merit of the Australian plan is the 
secrecy of the ballot insured. That is one 
of its merits, but not all. 
In a degree, the 
Californiajsystem does subserve the secrecy 
of the ballot, hut not wholly; it is not a 
“ vest pocket” ballot in fact, since every 
polls-worker knows that voting “ cattle,” 
as the election brokers term them, are 
driven to the polls and compelled to vote 
as the boss wishes. 
Is it not within the 
knowledge of the Chronicle that scores of 
voters in every precinct, in hotly con­ 
tested elections, are hustled to the polls 
w ith prepared ballots in their hands, of 
which the strikers in charge of the voters 
never lose sight for an instant? These 
m en are marched to the polls, rushed 
through a dense crowd, pushed up to the 
box by the hirelings who have them pris­ 
oners, virtually, and hence they no more 
exercise the privilege of the sovereign 
than the veriest slave. 
Under the re­ 
formed systems the voter must procure his 
ballot of the Election Board while at the 
booth alone, and with none except the 
Election Board within many feet of him. 
H e takes the ballot into a stall where no 
eve is upon him, and there is absolute 
privacy. 
W hen he returns to the box and 
deposits the ballot, no one can possibly 
know its contents 
or 
identify it as 
bis. 
But, 
as 
said, this 
is 
ouly 


j 
one of 
the virtues 
of 
the system. 
Another is the printing of the bal 
lots by the State or municipality, and 
stilt another the numbering of them in 
stuh-books or blocks, from which they are 
torn, thus making “stuffing” well-nigh 
impossible. 
But under the latest improve­ 
ment the ticket number is detached before 
the ballot is deposited, that there may be 
no indentification of the ballot in count­ 
ing. Still another virtue is the protec­ 
tion the system gives the “forgotten man,” 
the candidate who is crushed out of nomina­ 
tion by rings and bosses. Such, or any 
other citizen who can secure the indorse­ 
ment of a specified number of electors, is 
entitled to be listed as a candidate, and his 
name goes upon the ticket, and is exposed 
to the voter, that he may choose it if he 
wishes. 
But we do not propose to restate 
the whole system to our contemporary, 
since it has repeatedly been set forth in 
elaborate detail in these columns. As for 
demonstration, wherever the system has 
been tried, it has had the approval of the 
people, and that, we take it. Is demonstra­ 
tion. 
We are impressed with the idea 
that our contemporary is not disposed to 
understand the system; it has the same 
source of information that we enjoy, and if 
it is desirous of ascertaining the facts, it 
knows how to go about it. 


T h e people of Stockton are jubilant over 
the discovery of a natural gas supply in 
the earth stratas below that city. The 
original discovery some months ago created 
great interest, but some doubt remained as 
to the permanency of the flow. So far as 
such a thing is capable of demonstration, 
¡t has now been established that the flow 
of gas is steady and practically unlimited. 
Assuming this judgment to be correct, 
Stockton has vast wealth in the discovery. 
It will make the place a manufacturing 
town with important advantages, and such 
as are not enjoyed by any other in the 
State. She will also be able to pipe the 
gas to other towns and cities, and thus de­ 
rive a large revenue from the business. 
It 
is the opinion of the State Mineralogist, 
Mr. Irelan, that the same sub-surface con­ 
ditions exist at Sacramento that have been 
proven at Stockton by boring for natural 
gas. 
If this conclusion is correct, though 
the official named does not claim to ad­ 
vance it as a fact, but rather as a reason­ 
able speculation without boring into the 
earth, then it would be the wise thing for 
Sacramento enterprise to experiment, with 
a view of ascertaining whether there may 
not be beneath this city reservoirs of 
natural gas. 


W il l our contemporary, the Alta, please 
take notice that the Republican up in 
Washington Territory who 
was nomi­ 
nated and elected to the bench while 
under indictment in another Territory, 
came out all right in the end ? In turns 
out that lie was not indicted until after he 
was nominated; that he satisfied the peo­ 
ple of his innocence, and that the indict­ 
ments were the result of personal malice 
on the part of enemies. After the elec­ 
tion—the people believing in him —he 
went back to Arizona to face his accusers, 
but they were unequal to the task of 
meeting him. 
The 
indictments were 
thereupon dismissed by the prosecution for 
want of evidence to sustain the charges 
made. So Judge Stiles stands vindicated 
by the laws of his country, and the voters 
of Washington are justified in their ac­ 
tion in reposing confidence in him. Now 
as to the man Sim Coy whom Indiana 
Democrats nominated and elected to office 
while under conviction for poll-llst for­ 
geries, and whom tb^y .lccaea so soon as 
he oouitl leave his quarters in the State 
prison, we are prepared to admit that 
President Harrison pardoned him. This 
should leave the honors easy. 


SENATOR STANFORD'S WORK. 


T h e San Francisco News Letter thinks 
that the placing of Malietoa upon the Sa­ 
moan throne will mean that the United 
■States Government has been outwitted by 
Bismarck after all, and that in diplomacy 
we are no match for the Iron Chancellor. 
It believes that as Tamasese was Vice­ 
King when Malietoa was deposed, the 
restoration will carry with it the placing 
of the rebel Tamasese in the position he 
originally held ; that Malietoa being aged 
and infirm, he cannot long hold the reins 
of power, and therefore Tamasese will suc­ 
ceed to the throne and thus accomplish 
the end Germany has all along striven for. 
This is an adroit theory, to be sure, but 
what if it turns out that the United States 
Commissioners required the stipulation to 
be made in the Berlin agreement that 
Tamasese should not be restored to power 
as Vice-King? It is only reasonable to 
suppose that they had foresight suflicien 
to insist upon such a provision in return 
for the concession Bismarck exacted that 
Mataafa should be excluded. We would 
be willing to stake considerable of repu­ 
tation for good sense on the proposition 
that precisely such an agreement will be 
found in the memorandum of the Berlin 
conference. 


T h e cry of distress already goes up from 
one of the new States of Dakotah. Some 
of her wheat farmers are starving. It may 
be harsh to say so now, but it is true, that 
this is the result of too much wheat grow­ 
ing. The suffering farmers had depended 
upon one staple, and two had seasons 
leave them in absolute want. Small and 
varied farming would not, probably, have 
resulted in this way. At least something 
of resource would have been left them. 
But they are in need, starving, and they 
must be helped, and generously, too; there 
will be time enough to lecture and moral­ 
ize later. 


T h e public can now draw one long sigh 
of relief—a jury has been secured in the 
Cronin case. 
But it is shameful that our 
jealousy of the invasion of human rights 
should be of such a quality as to make it 
possible for ninety days of time to be con­ 
sumed in finding twelve men, good and true, 
to try a murder case.

But 
he did not stop to consider that the two 
great items which regulate, if not control, 
m anufactures are not yet quite adjusted in 
this region. One is labor, the other trans­ 
portation. W here m en are plenty and com­ 
petition sharp, labor is cheaper than it is 
here, and where population is scarce and 
the patronage to railroad companies is 
somewhat lim ited the rates have to be in­ 
creased. 
Then the rule that every man 
m ust look out for him self applies as well to 
railroad companies as to individuals, and 
applying it we suspect that were the Cen­ 
tral Pacific track to be laid west from Ogden 
tor 300 miles, and were the rails to lay 
the track to cost $5 per ton more at Ogden 
that Eastern rails would at the railroad 
company’s w harf at Oakland, California, 
the company, considering its own interests, 
would lay the track with Eastern rails. So 
heavy m aoufactures still halt here, though 
a great many sm aller ones m ight be carried 
on successfully. 
The thought was a n atu ­ 
ral one in the m ind of Senator Stanford, 
for all his life he has believed in the om ­ 
nipotence of labor. 
So we find him , now 
that his great fonune ii secured, using it in 
every way to m ake the workers of the 
coming generations more capable than in 
the past. The Senator with his associates 
stormed the m ountains, 
beat down or 
pierced their rocky crests, exalted the val­ 
leys and made a glorious pathw ay for 
commerce and civilization all the conti­ 
nent across; seizing upon the great moving 
forces of mechanics, they drew the homes 
of the East w ithin four days' distance from 
the W estern ocean, united the heart-throbs 
and equalized the business of the Republic, 
and now, with his share of the profits of 
that acbievment. the Senator, as his shad­ 
ow to the eastward is lengthening, is pre­ 
paring to m ake it possible for other men to 
go out for a struggle in the world’s sharp­ 
ening competitions, better equipped so far 
as science 
and the discipline of 
the 
schools are 
concerned 
than 
was 
he 
when he began. 
The full magnificence 
of his plan 
will 
not 
be realized in 
this generation. 
It 
will 
require the 
ebb and How of m any years to complete 
the object lesson so that ordinary eyes can 
measure its splendor and its beneficence. 
The Senator may not be conscious of it, 
but, all the time, around the niche in the 
temple of remembrance where his statue 
will be fixed, the halo will be brightening 
and deepening in its tints until with the 
years it will am ount to a transfiguration. 
H e has been blessed beyond his utm ost 
dreams, but when a harsh sum m ons was 
sent him to rem ind him that m an’s life- 
work is very brief, and that all he m ight 
acquire was but a mere tem porary trust, he 
bowed his head acknowledging the irrevo­ 
cable edict, and began to prepare to make 
such a disposition of his trust that neither 
on earth nor in heaven could there be com­ 
plaint of him . 
So he is adm inistering 
upon his estate. W hen the wound to his 
heart, caused by the death of his son, began, 
under the balm of tim e, to lose » n*»i« at 
the intensity of its pain 
tnotead of his 
oecoming cold and sere, it opened 
and took in all of the youth of the land 
that have the courage to try, and by that 
act the estate which he is now adm inister­ 
ing upon will cease to be mere property, 
rather it will take on the attributes of im ­ 
m ortal life and continue to be productive 
forever. 
The achievements of this one 
man and the disposition which he is m ak­ 
ing of the trust that was placed in his 
hands, make a distinct chapter 
in our 
country’s history, and will be an inspira­ 
tion to Americans forever.

WITH HEILMAN.

There was some commotion yesterday in 
base-ball circles, and the inquiring re­ 
porter was told to interview lawyer Isaac 
Joseph, who was said to know all about 
the cause cf the fluttering. Mr. Joseph 
was found, alter a close search, intrenched 
behind a pocket edition of the Codes, and 
on being questioned said he could explain 
the m atter, and would do so cheerfully. 
“ In the first place,” said the interviewer, 
“ w hat’s it all about—what are the baseball 
m anagers and Constables flying around so 
lively for ?” 
“ All about a board hill,” said the attor­ 
ney. “ Sit down and I ’ll tell you in a few 
words.’ 
The reporter sat, and Mr. Joseph said : 
“ Some two m onths ago Robert H eilm an, 
m y client, sued W. W . Veach, the ball­ 
player, for a debt of $50, which he owed 
the former for board and lodging. A writ 
of attachm ent was sued out of Justice 
H enry's Court, and served, as we were in­ 
formed and believe, on Treasurer Enright 
of the Ball Club, on the 15th of this m onth. 
Deputy Constable F rank Swift, Jr., said he 
served the papers, and that $62 of Veach’e 
salary had been levied upon. On that 9ame 
day Manager Gleason told Mr. H eilm an 
th at he had $62 of Veach s money, and 
w ould hold it for him .” 
“ T hat looks all regular enough,” re­ 
m arked the reporter, “and there doesn’t 
seem to have been m uch chance for any 
peek-a-boo business in that.” 
“ No,” replied the attorney, “ but listen to 
the rest of the story. 
W e got judgm ent in 
due form, and yesterday an execution was 
issued and given to young Swift to serve 
on Enright. 
To our surprise, the officer 
was informed that there was no money 
coming to Veach, and the execution didn’t 
bring a dollar to H eilm an’s pocket.” 
“ W hat explanations do the Manager and 
Treasurer give as to the disappearance of 
the $62?” 
“ They now say that the attachm ent was 
served on the 12th, and not the 15th, and 
that they did not then have any of Veach’s 
m oney in their possession. Gleason says 
that before the attachm ent was served the 
money was paid over to Veach. But H eil­ 
m an says he can prove by a man named 
Ziegler, who was present, that Gleason told 
him he bad the money, and to go ahead 
and attach it.” 
“And what have you done about it?” 
“ W ell, we cited Gleason and Enright to 
appear to-day in Justice H enry’s Court for 
exam ination in regard to the m atter. They 
appeared in Court with an attorney, H iram 
Johnson, and asked for a continuance till 
next Monday, which was granted.” 
Mr. Joseph further said that Constable 
F rank Swift, Sr., claims to have given the 
attachm ent to bis son and deputy to make 
a return, but that he cannot find the orig­ 
inal writ. Also, that M anager Gleason 
yesterday offered to pay $25 on Veach’s 
account, and to pay $25 next m onth, but 
th at H eilm an declined to accept it. 
The above is H eilm an’s side of the 
story—or, rather, his counsel’s—and it may 
be that Messrs. Gleason and E nright wiil 
be able to disprove some of the assertions 
m ade therein when the case comes up.

MONEYED INSTITUTIONS. 


I n te r e s tin g F a c ts S h o w n b y th e R e p o r t o f 
th e B a n k C o m m issio n e rs. 
The State Bank ComnYssionirs have is­ 
sued their biennial report. The volume 
contains 650 pages, and is quite exhaustive 
as to the condition of the various banking 
institutions of the State. According to the 
report, there are 219 banks doing business 
in the State, a gain of seventeen during the 
year. Of these twenty-eight are savings, a 
gain ot five; 117 are commercial, a gain of 
twelve; thirty-four are private, a gain of 
four; thirty-five are national, a loss of four, 
and five are branches of foreign banks. In ­ 
corporations, State or foreign, are licensed 
by the Board, and are inspected at least 
once a year. Private and other banks 
which are not licensed by the Commission 
are not exam ined, but m ust file sworn state­ 
m ents sem i-annually. TbeCoramÍ8*ioners 
m ay not exam ine national banks. 
During 
the year no State bank adopted the national 
system, but national and State banks have 
been consolidated. In one instance the 
State absorbed the national; in another the 
national absorbed the State. A national 
bank, successful in business, adopted the 
State svstem, which is unprecedented. 
The resources of the savings hanks in 
1S88 were $55,727,492 37; with a gam of 
five D a n k s in 1889, they are $96,032.076 88.

The K nights of Pythias of this city were 
yesterday placed in possession ot their new 
Castle, on the northw est corner of N inth 
i I streets, which had been undergoing 
construction the past sum m er. The archi- 
t of the building was W. H . H am ilton, 
i E. A. Bovyer was the contractor. 
As 
w ill be seen by the accompanying sketch, 
' : structure embodies many architectural 
features that are quite new to this city, 
which is as noted for m onotony in the de­ 
sign of its buildings as the latter are for 


Order has reason to congratulate itself on 
the fact that the property could not be 
daplicated for any less sum, showing that 
economy and good management have been 
exercised from the start. 
The m ain entrance to the castle opens 
on I street, but there is also one on Ninth 
street. The former leads to a good, wide 
lobby, on the right of which is an apart­ 
m ent to be used for a ladies’ parlor and 
dressing-room, divided by heavy curtains, 
and to be handsomely furnished. The 
gentlemen's room and ticket office are on 
the opposite side of the lobby. The main 
hall is reached from the latter by sliding 
doors, but is also connected w ith 
the 
dressing-rooms on either Bide. 
The N inth-street entrance leads to a 
spacious hallway and thence to a reception- 
room 15x26 feet. A lodge-room 36x58 feet 
is reached through a 10x12 ante-room, and 
is provided with the usual accessories of 
fraternal bodies. Sacramento Division of 
thefU niformed Rank, K. of P., have leased 
this floor for its armory. 
The dimensions of the m ain (or concert) 
hall, on the second floor, are 37x66 feet, 
and the seating capacity is about 400. It 
has been decided to provide the hall with 
foldine-chairs. A neatly-designed gallery 
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their solid qualities and soundness of struct­ 
ure. The latter are the most im portant 
features in house-building, but where they 
can be combined with beauty and novelty 
of ontward design more pleasing results are 
obtained. 
The site of the Pythian castle was a 
happy selection by the committee having 
charge thereof, consisting of George B.

Ira Ellsw orth, L. E. Vander- 
cook, W. B. Oldfield. It is in plain view 
of the City Plaza from all points, and there 
are no high buildings in the neighborhood 
to obscure its graceful proportions from 
the streets. The cost of the building and 
lot with patent sidewalks and other im ­ 
provements, will be about $25,000, and the 


extends across the north end of the hal 
and will be supplied with fifty opera 
chairs. A spring floor has been laid in the 
hall for dancing purposes. 
The K nights’ lodge-room will be on the 
upper or third floor, and will have all the 
latest improvem ents. 
A wide platform 
extends around the room, and will be sup­ 
plied with comfortable chairs. 
The Castle is also supplied with a ban- 
quet-room, kitchen, 
etc., 
where social 
gatherings can be provided w ith refresh­ 
m ents w ithout leaving the building.

4 98 inches, as against .55 of an inch to an 
eqnal date last year. 
Tbe highest and lowest tem peratures yes­ 
terday were 69° and 56°, while for the same 
time last year they were 82° and 50°. The 
highest and lowest one year ago to-day 
were 71° and 52°. 
The anti-cyclonic or non-storm-produc­ 
ing area now reaching us may hold this 
coast—at least the California portion of it— 
in its grasp, with cloudless skies and de­ 
lightful weather, for weeks to come, m ak­ 
ing the air so bracing that the faces of peo­ 
ple will glow with health and eyes sparkle 
with m irth, pleasure and happiness. 
The temperatures at 5 a. m. and 5 p. m. 
yesterday were 58° and 63°, respectively.

BUT DOES NOT IN THE SOUTH. 


Sonthern 
Californians

IT ’S A SOAKER. 
T he Storm Let* Up in the N orth, but 
Flood* the South. 
P asadena, October 23d.—The storm is still on, 
■with no indications ot ceasing. There is a 
heavy downpour. No damage is ieported in 
this vicinity. The total precipitation ior the 
storm up to noon to day is six inches. 
The heaviest rain of the storm was from 12 
noon to 2 i*. m. to-day, and it is still raining. 
The total precipitation at noon was 7.05 inches, 
or about one-third of the usual annual rainfall. 
Business since noon is suspended. The street­ 
car tracks are washed out, and the cars are 
s'andine in the streets waiting for the rain to 
stop. Railroad traffic is also irregular, and 
much damage to the streets and property has 
already resulted from the last heavy 6hower* 
The wind still holds steadily in the east, and 
there are no signs of an end to the storm. 
Board sidewalks and crossings are floating 
around. Many houses are flooded iu the base­ 
ments and first floors. Further and more serious 
damage is anticipated. 
Los ANGELES, October 23d —It commenced 
raining at 11 o’clock last night and continued 
the remainder of the night. It came down iu 
torrents all the forenoon and still continues. 
The low land south of the cuy is flooded. 
Santa Ana. October 25th.—The heaviest rain 
yet fell this morning. It is flooding the streets 
and gutters. Several dangerous washouts have 
occured on the road6 leading across the mount­ 
ains.San Bernardino, October 25th.—Bain has 
been falling all day, and the appearance of the 
sky indicates its continuance during the night. 
Ventura, October 23d.—It is still raining this 
morniug. The total fall since Sunday night is 
4.73 inches. '1 he loss to the bean crop is esti­ 
m ated from £150,000 to £¿00,0j0. 
Bishop, October 23d.—There was a heavy rain 
here all last night. The ground is conpletely 
soaked. 
H anford, October 23d.—The damage done to 
unthrashed alfalfa seed by tne late heavy rain 
in this vicinity is tstimated at £8 000. The dam­ 
age to raisin grapes partly dried is estimated at 
SiU.000. The snowfall in the mountains is very 
heavy. Tulare lake has extended a mile over 
its late dimensions, and settlers on the bottom 
land are in fear of being driven irom lüeir 
Claims. 
Visalia, October 23d.—The rainfall for the 
past iweaty-iour hours amounted to 2.11 inches; 
ior the storm, *.02; and for the season, 3.92. It 
is cloudless new. 
Merced, October 23d.—The storm stopped to­ 
day. Tne weather is pleasant. Tne ramiail for 
the twenty-four hours ending at 7 o’clock this 
morning was .53 of an inch, making for tne 
storm l.i5 inches and lor the season 1.53. 
Santa Cruz, October 23d. — 1 he rain has 
cleared off, and the weather is pleasant. 
Gilroy , October 23d.—The rainfall yesterday 
was .55 of an inch, making 8.50 inches for the 
storm and 4.10 lor the season. The wind is still 
south, with clear and cloudy weather alternat­ 
ing. The larmers are now anxious for & spell 
of dry weather. 
Los GAT06, October 23d.—The indications are 
that the rain is over. It was the heaviest rain 
ever known in this locality at this season of 
the year. The total fall for this rain is 8.53 
inches. The total for the season is 10.01 iucaes. 
As this is but the commencement of the vintage 
in the Santa Cruz Mountains, the crop of grapes 
will be ruined. 
Napa, October 23d.—Rain has ceased. The 
total precipitation is 4.84 inches for the season. 
Dutch Flat, October 23d.—Rain has been fall­ 
ing most ot the time during the la>t six days, 
with some snow at the summit. The weather is 
still unsettled and showery. 
Georgetown, October 23d.—The storm is ap­ 
parently over. Two and forty one-hundredths 
inches more rain fell since yesterday, making 
6.20 for the storm, aud 7.75 for the mouth and 
season. 
Willows, October 23d.—Light showers fell to­ 
day. The storm is apparently over. Large 
ranchers suffered some loss on grain and hay, 
but the small farmers were all through. 
BURGLARS IN AM ADOR. 
T hey Blow O pen a Safe, B ut G et Only 
A bout J#5. 
Amador, October 23d.—Burglars effected an 
entrance to A. Weil’s store last night and blew 
open the safe, but it being a burglar-proof sale, 
they did not succeed in getting into the vault, 
consequently they got only about £6 iu money 
and a box of kid gloves. Mr. Strauss, manager 
of the store, who rooms close by, was awakened 
by the noise, and getting up he got his rifle and 
listened lor a few minutes, out not hearing any 
further disturbance he went back to bed. The 
work was evidently by persons who understood 
their business. An adjoining store was entered 
and the safe blown open several mouths ago. 
The manner in which the work was done would 
indicate that both jobs were done by the same 
parties.

COMMERCIAL. 
SACRAMENTO M ARKET. 


An E picure on Indigestion. 
“ That pet American ailment, indiges­ 
tion,” remarked an epicure of some local 
celebrity, with whom 1 enjoyed the pleas­ 
ure of a chat last evening, “ is not so much 
the result of a faulty selection of things to 
eat as of an injudicious arrangement of the 
order of their consumption. The method 
of the ordinary American, in eating a din­ 
ner at a hotel or restaurant by himself, is, 
if he is a man of any appetite, simply sui­ 
cidal. He orders everything he wants at 
once, and it is brought to him at once. He 
has, let us say, two kinds of meat and three 
or four of vegetables, with all the condi­ 
ments and seasonings thrown in. The 
plates are arranged around him. He starts 
in, and until he has finished the articles of 
diet are pitched into him helter-skelter, as 
though he were a thrashing machine or 
clothes-wringer.

Suppose those cucumbers 
go eddying into the diner’s stomach as a 
part of a mass or hotch-potch of which a 
sli e of beef, half of a potato, a mouthful of 
whitefish and an inch or so of pie form the 
leading features. What sort of a death- 
pill is that to sling into a decent man’s in­ 
sides? No, sir, let vonr food be graded to 
suit your digestion and all will be well. 
Swallow your soup leisurely, then your 
fish and m eat; after that take a five-minute 
rest, and then make your lettuce and cu • 
cumbers and sliced tomatoes into a salad, 
with plenty of oil, and consume it slowly 
and appreciatively. Top that off with a 
mouthful or two of hot cofifee and a sip of 
curaeoa, and I’ll give you a dollar forevery 
minute of indigestion you endure as the 
consequence. The average man's stomach 
is not a mule, to he driven and bullied 
into submission ; it is a pet that should be 
coaxed and coddled to do its prettiest.”
